All persons present were asked to join in pledging allegiance to 
the flag. 


The Moderator announced that there are several vacancies in Town

Advisory Committee, MBTA Liaison, Millis Business Advisory Council, 
Industrial Development Financing Authority, Civil Defense Director, 
Board of Health.

By rising count, "Yes" 272 - "No" 45, it was voted that the Town 
appropriate and raise by borrowing the sum of $175,000 in addition to 
the $710,270 appropriated under Article 46 of the warrant for the 1983 
Annual Town Meeting for planning and construction of the sewer project 
as detailed on the Plans and Specifications entitled "Interceptor, 
Pumping Station and Force Main, Contract No. 1", dated January 1983 and

Responding to the need for fiscal reform, the new Board formed the Fiscal 
Planning Committee immediately following the May 1988 election. Efforts of 
this committee have resulted in increased revenues and more frugal spend- 
ing, amounting to thousands of dollars in savings. 


The Regionalization Committee's efforts resulted in Progress concerning 
regionalizing recycling, possibly the transfer station and the Millis 
school system. These efforts are actively being pursued. 


One of the more pleasant duties of the Selectmen is to recognize someone 
who has accomplished something special. The Board of Selectmen had the 
pleasure of meeting Jeanette Smith and recognizing her extraordinary cour- 
age and her most recent achievement of successfully completing the Boston 
Marathon. 


On May 28, 1988, the Board took part in the dedication ceremony of Centenni- 
al Park adjacent to the Millis Public Library. This project was unique in 
that it expended no town funds and was developed by resident volunteers. 


Labor contracts were negotiated with the General Government Association, Po- 
lice/Fire Dispatchers and Police Department. 


A ground-breaking ceremony for the new transfer station took place in Novem- 
ber, 1988. The station is expected to be completed in the spring of 1989, 
with the closing of the Millis landfill to quickly follow. 


The Board of Selectmen officially received a new, fully-equipped Council on 
Aging van at the dedication ceremony on December 11, 1988. This van was 
made possible through a grant from the Department of Transportation and the 


dedicated magnanimous efforts of the Millis [ions Club, which provided the 
town's matching share. 


The Board supported a study being conducted by the Department of Revenue de- 
signed to help focus the town to address our serious financial issues. 


The town experienced a growth increase in our business community within the 
past year, This has not only provided a much needed variety of places for 
residents to shop, but it has also improved our tax base. 


The Board of Selectmen voted to have high pressure sodium street lights in- 
Stalled townwide which is far more cost effective to the town. The instal- 
lation will begin in 1989 and could amount to 4 net savings of $11,000 in 
annual operation costs, 


The Board of Selectmen voted and attended hearings in support of Millis res- 
idents to correct serious Problems with odor at the Charles River Pollution 
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Control District treatment plant in Medway and joined their efforts to pre- 
went the construction of an on-site composting plant. Several meetings 
took place with Medway town officials. These efforts will extend into fis- 
cal 1989/1990. 


A new Charter Review Committee was resurrected to again review the struc- 
ture of our town and make recommendations to the Selectmen. 


Clearly, the greatest challenge of the future for this Board and other town 
boards will be to focus on fiscal stability and attain quality service with 
the greatest efficiency, a challenge all boards must address.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging is a seven-member board appointed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen. It meets on the second Thursday of each month in the Kennedy Ter- 
race Recreation Room. 


The Board has had a very busy year. There has been a change in five mem- 
bers and the resignation of the Outreach Worker. New officers of the Board 
were elected in June. For the first time since the inception of the Coun- 
cil on Aging, a set of bylaws has been drafted, approved by Town Counsel 
and the Board of Selectmen, and these bylaws are now in force. 


Thanks to a grant from the Massachusetts Department of Transportation, 
which paid 80%, and the Millis Lions Club, who paid the Town's share of 
20%, our new van was delivered in December. It is a welcome addition to 
the service of the transportation needs of handicapped and senior citizens 
in the Town of Millis. 


Many programs have been and are being carried out at the Drop-in Center at 
St. Paul's Church: arranging transportation for medical appointments, shop- 
ping, etc.; health clinics for eye-screenings, blood pressure, cholesterol; 
speakers on nutrition, arthritis, insurance and other financial matters; 
seminars on Social Security, Medex and the new catastrophic health plan 
for seniors; classes for ceramics, cone-craft and stained glass; and, for 
the entire Town, fuel assistance applications and distribution of surplus 
food. The Nutrition Program, Supervised by Luella Burbank, oversees the de- 
livery of Meal on Wheels and serves congregate meals daily at noon. 


The Council would like to thank Ellinor Harkins for her excellent work as 
Director, Betty Stackpole for her many hours scheduling transportation, but 
most of all, the volunteers, particularly the volunteer drivers, without 
whom many programs could not be carried out successfully.

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REPORT OF THE MILLIS CABLE ADVISORY COMMISSION 


The Millis Cable Advisory Commission (CAC) met as needed during the past 
year. Two important changes were completed for the Millis system: 


(1) The transfer of majority holdings from Heritage 
=| to TCI involved several meetings of the CAC to insure 
4 that no contractual violations would occur for the 
Millis franchise. 


(2) Secondary modulator for the Millis Cable system 
4 brought into use. 


The mwajority stock-holding company for the Millis franchise and several oth- 
' er communities in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is under the ownership 
: of TCI (Tele-Communications, Inc.). Heritage retains about 18% of the 
a Stock, and TCI controls the remaining 72%. This corporate change should 
"+ not affect the current operations for a period of five years, unless Heri- 
_ tage defaults financially. The Millis subscriber base was in excess of 
:. 1300 homes in 1988, and reflects a 52% level, which is a norm in the cable 
: industry. The concern for quality service with Heritage has resulted in 
i general picture clarity in the Town, improved service reports and strong in- 
terest in local cable shows. The Millis Police Review, the Third Annual 
Musicthon, the 1988 Millis High School Graduation, along with the continua- 
tion of Murphy's Law on Sunday nights, gave our community some interesting 
television during the year. 


Frank Gubala continues to work with the Millis High School Television Pro- 
duction class at the Cable Studio, and was proud to announce the Mount 
Wachusetts New England Video Competition First Place Award last spring. 
The student director, Chris Arena, donated his $200 cash award towards the 
Knox 40 Character Generator which adds improved credit capability to our 
productions. The unit was purchased for $2400 through funds which were 
raised from the proceeds in the video duplication fund raiser which is also 
spearheaded by the High School class. As Chairman of the Millis CAC, I am 
personally proud of the interest and achievements that have resulted in 
this fine school program which is noticed not only by our residents, but 
throughout the New England area. 


The pay-per view offering has finally come to operation, and we will be fol- 
lowing its development in the future. The pay-per view concept is likened 
to renting a video, except movies can be ordered by telephone and are 
played via the cable system in the viewer's home. The charges are automati- 
cally added to the customer's monthly bill. 


The Cable TV studio located in the Millis trailer is showing signs of dete- 
rioration, and, at this time, a new site is being explored. The trailer 
has become structurally fatigued, and has been a constant concern over the 
past two years. The advantage of having a local public access studio in 
Millis has made it possible to offer the community and educational system 
many benefits that would not be possible with only the Franklin studio at 
our disposal. As Chairman, I am dedicated to work with the Heritage manage- 
ment and Town officials to arrive at a satisfactory resolution to satisfy

the needs of our franchise agreement and to keep our local access studio in 
the Town of Millis operational. 


The cable programs for Millis have been listed in the local newspaper, and 
customer repair phone numbers are listed on the cable 8 Millis Bulletin 
Board. These two changes have been positive steps to make cable informa- 
tion available to the subscribers. 


I would like to personally thank the members of the CAC who devoted many 
hours to serving the Millis community, and the Public Access Group (PAG) 
for their dedication throughout the years. We constantly needs volunteers, 
and if you desire more information regarding public access, feel free to 
contact any member of the Millis Cable Commission 


The General Manager, William Mahon, is also deserving of thanks for giving 
us the necessary support to make local improvements. A good deal of 
progress has been made in 1988, and we hope to continue with this type of 
open communication with Heritage Management, the Town officials and the sub- 
scribers who elect to use the cable system. 


Cable meeting notices are posted on the Town Hall notice board and on Cable 
Channel 8. The general public is always welcome to attend our meetings and 
share their comments.

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REPORT OF THE CHARTER REVIEW COMMITTEE 


As the Town enters the 1990's, it faces continuing challenges to its abil- 
ity to plan for and finance the services its citizens expect. In order to 
meet these challenges, the Town needs a governmental structure which contin- 
ues to allow the citizens of the Town to establish its policy. But, the 
Town government also needs the correct measure of professionalism in its ad- 
ministration so that the citizen-set policy can be effectively and effi- 
ciently carried out. In 1988 the Town Meeting authorized the establishment 
of a Charter Review Committee to analyze the organizational structure of 
Town government to determine whether it could effectively administer the 
policies set by its citizens and their elected representatives. 


Following its appointment by the Town Moderator in the fall of 1988, the 
Committee met to consider its task and to develop a work plan for complet- 
ing its assignment. The work plan included a fact-finding phase, a deliber- 
ation phase and a recommendation phase. Upon completion of these three 
phases, the Committee will be prepared to report back to the regular Town 
Meeting in May of 1989. 


The Committee began its work in September and met two or three times per 
month through the end of 1988. The meetings included presentations by vari- 
ous officials of Town government so that the Committee could appreciate the 
shortcomings of the existing organizational structure as well as the chal- 
lenges faced by the Town in its efforts to efficiently administer its busi- 
ness, The Committee also received testimony from executives of other 
towns, while reviewing a substantial body of information provided through 
the Massachusetts Municipal Association. Members of the Committee worked 
very hard to obtain this outside information and to thoroughly question 
those officials who presented their views at the Committee's public meet- 
ings. 


During its sessions, the Committee has come to appreciate the hard work and 
dedication of the Town officials. However, the Committee has also gained 
an insight into the increasing complexity of the job of running the Town 
and the ever increasing size of the annual expenditures made by the Town. 
As 1989 begins, the Committee is developing a series of recommendations 
which will be reviewed at public hearings and ultimately presented to Town 
Meeting for consideration by the Town. 


All members of the Committee wish to thank those current and former Town of- 


ficials who have willingly spent time with the Committee to present their 
views and state their concerns,

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission continued to be very active this past year. 
The Commission administers the Wetlands Protection Act, Massachusetts Gener- 
al Law, Chapter 131, Section 40. This Act requires anyone who proposes to 
remove, fill, dredge, or alter wetlands, first, to file a Notice of Intent 
and, second, to obtain an Order of Conditions from the Commission. These 
are intended to preserve and promote the protection of public or private wa- 
ter and groundwater supply, the enhancement of flood control and storm dam- 
age prevention. 


There were a total of 29 public hearings held in response to nineteen Notic- 
es of Intent. These public hearings produced a total of thirteen Orders of 
Conditions which the Commission currently monitors to make sure that the 
spirit and letter of the law are adhered to. 


The Commission constantly makes site visits to ensure that what is present- 
ed via the Notices of Intent is in the Town's and Commonwealth's best inter- 
ests. Meetings are held every third Monday in Niagara Hall, and anyone hav- 
ing any questions concerning wetlands is urged to attend.

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REPORT OF THE EMERGENCY PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Emergency Planning Committee organized in August, 1988. Its responsi- 
bility was to develop an emergency response plan to comply with the 
Superfund Amendments and Re-authorization Act of 1986 (SARA). The basic 
requirements were met by the October 17th deadline, and the Comprehensive 
Emergency Management Plan was developed and distributed to the appropriate 
departments. 


The Committee sponsored a meeting with neighboring local emergency planning 
committees to coordinate plans in the SARA/Title III, such as mutual assis- 
tance with transportation, shelter, equipment, etc. 


In December, a simulation training session was held at the high school. 
This was well attended by Millis officials. Massachusetts Civil Defense 
conducted the seminar which included Legal Aspects of Civil Defense, Use of 
the Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan and Emergency Operations Simula- 
tion. The Emergency Operations Simulation was a table-top exercise of a 
scenario involving a hazardous spill that would necessitate the evacuation 
of a substantial portion of the center of Millis. Approximately twenty de- 
partment heads were in attendance, as well as officials from Massachusetts 
Civil Defense and the Red Cross. 


The Emergency Planning Committee is now expanding its role in the community 
by addressing the Right-to-Know law and Hazardous Waste. 


The Town Clerk's office included a question on the census form as to neces- 
sary assistance in the event of an emergency that would involve evacua- 
tion. The Emergency Planning Committee will be sending residents a follow- 
tp to that question in the very near future.

In 1988 a total of 153 homes were inspected and permits were issued to com- 
ply with Chapter 148, Section 26F, Massachusetts General Laws, that re- 
quires that all homes sold must have smoke detectors. 


Many of the firefighters attend classes given by the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy. 


The department had twelve company practices, and the Lieutenants had many 
classes with their own squads.

REPORT OF THE FISCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


Committee members include representatives from the Board of Selectmen, Ad- 
ministrative Assistant, School Committee, Board of Public Works, Board of 
Assessors, Finance Committee, Library Trustees, Town Treasurer, Tax Collec- 
tor and Town Accountant. 


The committee was formed immediately after the election of 1988 and charged 
with “exploring avenues to decrease spending, increase revenues, both 
short-term and long range." 


The committee met monthly throughout the summer and fall. The first accom- 
plishment of this committee was an agreement between the School Department 
and the Department of Public Works to contract trash pickup. Formerly con- 
tracted with a private firm, this change saved the town between $6,000 and 
$8,000 in fiscal 1988/89. 


Recognizing the need for a more global perspective of our financial manage- 
ment, the committee requested and was granted a town review by the Depart- 
ment of Revenue to help us set the financial direction of the town. The 
study is scheduled for completion in January 1989. 


The Fiscal Planning Committee requested that all boards review fee struc- 
tures. Changes resulted in increased revenues of over $40,000. 


The committee invited a professional purchasing agent to speak to the com- 
mittee concerning collective purchasing practices. The committee has devel- 
oped a plan for “coordinated purchasing" within the town. The plan is ex- 
pected to be launched in the spring of 1989 and is expected to result in a 
met savings of 10-15% over current purchasing practices. 


The Fiscal Planning Committee is committed to continue to work toward great- 
er fiscal planning in 1989.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Board of Health for the year 
ending December 31, 1988. 


The year, 1988, has been a busy one for the Board of Health. We have in- 
creased the frequency of our meetings from monthly to three and four times 
Per month. We have adopted new permit fees so that we may be financially 
more self-supporting. We consider our new increased rates to be "user 
fees," thereby reducing the subsidy from town coffers. 


We have been and continue to be very diligent in revising our rules and reg- 
ulations to maintain pace with environmental changes and advances. We have 
recently adopted hazardous waste cleanup regulations which require the 
Board of Health to be in the notification and inspection loop. Prior to 
the adoption of these regulations, the Board of Health often had no knowl- 
edge of potential contamination within Millis until notified by DEQE weeks 
after the fact. 


This year we have been very active with environmental concerns with GAF, 
the Charles River Pollution Control District facility and others. We begin 
the new year with a sense of accomplishment. While not all issues are ful- 
ly resolved, gains have been made and the direction for subsequent talks 
and actions are defined. 


In May, 1988, Dave Soby was elected to the board and subsequently elected 
to chairman in August. We regretfully accepted the resignation of Ted 
Isensee in October who has left Millis. Paul Jacobsen was appointed to 
the vacant position and has become a viable contributor to the board. 


We would like to thank the most valuable asset to the board--that of our 
Secretary, Shirley Rowley. Shirley is second to none in the performance 
of her duties, the operation of this office and her ability to keep pace 
with all of us. We could not be as successful without her. 


We have reported only a few of the many issues we have been involved with 
during 1988. The Board of Health is an unusually demanding board. All 
three members are very active and are committed to being the best Board of 
Health we can be for the residents of Millis. 


In closing, Dave and Paul would like to thank and acknowledge Marge 
Clark. There has not been, nor is there likely to be, a town official who 
has been as caring, dedicated or committed in serving the town as Marge. 
This board and the residents of Millis owe her a debt of gratitude.

The role of Health Agent/Environmental Gonsultant was provided for the town 
by enforcing Federal, State and local regulations and assisting the Board 
of Health members with special projects and other business that provides 
for protection of the public health. 


Environmental concerns were addressed and solved by working in conjunction 
with State and local agencies. The Department of Environmental Quality En- 
gineering and our department are requiring that industry and local govern- 


ment follow proper procedures mandated by the State to prevent air, water 
and land pollution. 


Regulations have been reviewed and are being updated and organized to allow 
for an easier guide for the public, Regulations for repair of subsurface 
sewage disposal systems were presented for the board members’ adoption.

REPORT OF THE NORFOLK MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION, INC. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association (10 Cottage Street, Norwood, MA 
02062) is a private nonprofit corporation governed by a citizen Board of Di- 
rectors who represent each of the twelve towns in its service area: Can- 
ton, Dedham, Foxboro, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, Plainville, 
Sharon, Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham. 


The major programs of the Norfolk Mental Health Association available to 
Millis residents are as follows. 


Cutler Counseling Center has a fully licensed staff of social workers, 
psychologists and psychiatrists bringing together a rich variety of skills 
end experience to provide a wide range of services to children, adolescents 
and adults of all ages. In order to be most responsive to individual needs 
end community concerns, Cutler Center is organized into specialized pro- 
grams offering services in the following areas: Intake and Emergency; Fami- 
ly and Children; Alcohol and Substance Abuse; Chronic Care; Psychiatry; 
Adult; Senior Care; Psychological Testing; and Community Education and In- 
formation. Each program offers specialized groups and services, such as 
the Parent-Toddler Program, an educational and supportive experience for 
parents and their children from birth to age three, and the Gym Program, a 
unigue blend of counseling and physical activity for children between the 
age of five and fifteen. Other programs and groups include the Widowed 
Lifeline, offering comfort, understanding and friendship to men and women 
at any stage of widowhood; Assertiveness Training; Separation and Divorce; 
and Families of Substance Abusers. In the Alcohol and Substance Abuse Pro- 
gram a significant affiliation has been forged with the NORCAP Center, 
providing a most comprehensive approach to the treatment of substance abuse. 


Cutler Counseling Center currently has offices in Norwood and Wrentham, 
with the Wrentham Office providing the full range of services offered by 
the Norwood office. 


Project Hire, a sheltered vocational rehabilitation facility for people 
with emotional, developmental or physical handicaps. Programs include diag- 
nostic evaluations, electronic skill training, work adjustment training and 
counseling, sheltered long-term employment, and transitional employment and 
job placement. 


Parent-Aide Program, offering trained and supervised volunteer aides who 
provide one-to-one help to clients in the community, families and individu- 
als in crisis, victims of domestic violence, parents at risk of abusing and 
neglecting their children. 


Comsunity Education Programs: The staff of Cutler Center are available 
to provide talks, workshops and consultation on wide variety of mental 
health related topics. These services are available to community agencies, 
civic organizations, business and industry, schools and the court system. 
In addition, community education programs on such topics as stress manage- 
ment, assertiveness training and clinical issues are held periodically 
throughout the year. 
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During fiscal year 1988, Cutler Counseling Center provided direct services 
to approximately 80 people from Millis. The total value of these services 
was $28,860, of which the Town of Millis allocated $3,511. 


In the past year, people from Millis who came to us for assistance were of- 
ten referred by friends, neighbors, family, clergy, school, physicians, or 
community agencies. The most common requests for help concerned such prob- 
lems as depression and anxiety, difficulties in marriage or family rela- 
tions, school or behavior-related problems, alcohol or drug abuse, work-re- 
lated problems and acute or chronic mental illness. 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association Board of Directors includes Mary Alex- 
ander from Millis.

Larry McCarthy put 
us in touch with Frank Rezzuti, owner of as small Millis-based insulation 
company, who donated his time and company's resources to insulate the whole 
ell. Harry Anderson donated glass and his talents, replacing window glass 
in the front of the house. Tom Frasca performed a heat study of the house, 
advising us to contact Medway Oil and Coal, who, in turn, donated all the 
labor to install the heating units. Alan and Peter Works of Welding Works 
Company did rubbish pickup and disposal.

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Millis Scout House - On December 1, 1988, the Millis Scout House inched 
its way down the road to its new location on the Oak Grove Farm. This ex- 
citing moment was the result of four hectic months of preparation. 


This summer, the old Scout House stood in the way of progress. Owner Craig 
Lichman, recognizing some historic significance, offered the building to 
the town, through the Historical Commission. Supporting us were the Oak 
Grove Farm Commission, who agreed to allow its placement on the farm, the 
Recreation Department, who need on-site storage and usage at the farm, and 
the Board of Selectmen, who accepted the gift in the name of the town. The 
project was underway. 


Bob Pouliett of Home Coal Co. of Woonsocket, RI, was able to squeeze the 
move into his schedule. We deeply appreciate the professional skill in 
which they handled our little house. The Millis Lions Club, Century 21- 
John Harkey Realtors, an anonymous donor, the Historical Society and Commis- 
sion raised the $5,000 necessary for the structural move. 


A Special Town Meeting in October allowed us to make this a permanent one- 
step move, complete with foundation, by petitioning the Legislature for its 
placement. Prior to funding, the contractors rapidly completed the founda- 
tion before the move date. Wayne Simpson of the Norfolk County Engineering 
Department surveyed and staked the location. Don Pettis of D. P. and Sons 
excavated the cellar hole and lined it with washed stone. Al Bain of 
Chandler Construction in Medway placed the forms, and Tresca Brothers 
poured the cement. John Larkin, carpenter, framed the cellar entrance for 
a garage door and floor beam support. Tom McDonough sealed the foundation 
before backfilling, and the foundation was complete. 


Boston Edison Company relocated wires, and Ken Tripp helped with tree work. 

Clayton McVicar of CRM Land Maintenance, Dover, prepared the stone wall en- 
trance to allow the house-ladened truck to enter the farm site. Back at 
the Scout House, Scott Maxfield and Stuart Schneiweis of Maxi-Build re- 
moved the old porch and entry and streamlined the house for the move. 
Medway Lumber supplied lally columns and replacement floor beams which were 
installed as the house was set down. 


Throughout the process, fund raising was our major concern. Excellent 
press coverage by Leslie Dixon of The Country Gazette and Lisa Priest of 
The Middlesex News generated public interest and donations. Marge Mat- 
thews, Milford Daily News, and Mike McGrail, Middlesex News, covered the 
moving day, while Sliver Murphy videotaped the procedures. $266 was raised 
with "pickle jars" that were placed at the Town Library, Town Hall, Main 
Street Market and Deli, 109 Discount Liquors, Medway Savings Bank, Sports- 
men's Lounge and Alexander's Cleaners. 


Pam Kunkemueller of the Dover Historical Commission, Pat Ross of Patriots’ 
Trail Girl Scout Museum, KeyLoc Homes of Suncook, NH, and Mrs. Zaldastani, 
E. F. Hodgson's granddaughter, assisted us with research in an attempt for 
National Register consideration, The Department of Public Works and the Po- 
lice Department assisted with the move. And when it was over, Dave and 
Mike Walsh of Metropolitan Removal and Charlie Harcovitz of H. & L. Land- 
scaping in Walpole cleared the rubble and debris from the old house site. 
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Today, thanks to the efforts of so many, the Scout House stands out of the 
path of destruction, awaiting restoration which will begin in March, 1989.

REPORT OF THE MILLIS HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Millis Housing Authority Board of Commissioners meets regularly at 7:30 
p-m. on the first Wednesday of each month at the Recreation Hall, 310 Ex- 
change Street, Kennedy Terrace. 


The Authority spent a very busy year with eleven vacancies at Kennedy and 
King Terrace, which were immediately filled, and managing our ten units of 
Low to Moderate Income Housing under Chapter 705. The Housing Authority al- 
so has thirteen certificates in under the Chapter 707 Rental Assistance Pro- 
gram, making a total of 96 units under the jurisdiction of the Millis Hous- 
ing Authority. 


The Housing Authority accepted with regret the resignation of Mrs. Clohesey 
Lichman in June 1988; Mrs. Lichman is now residing in Dover. Mr. Howard 
DeDoming was appointed in September 1988 to fill the vacancy on the Housing 
Authority Board.

REPORT OF THE MILLIS HOUSING PARTNERSHIP 


The Millis Housing Partnership was appointed by the Board of Selectmen in 
response to State mandate designed to provide affordable housing in every 
city and town in the Commonwealth. The mandate requires that each community 
Gust strive toward a goal of which will result in 10% of a community's housing 
being affordable. 


The purpose of the Partnership is to gain affordable housing in Millis and at 
the same time to work with the builder to provide housing that is 
aesthetically in keeping with the Town and neighborhood. Materials, style of 
construction and landscaping are issues we consider, as well as the density of 
@ particular proposal. The effect the proposal will have on abutters and 
local services are also issues that our committee negotiates with the builder. 


The Partnership has worked during the past year with a proposal for the 
construction of units off Village Street known as Colonial Village. This plan 
calls for 12 buildings with six to eight condominiums in each building. Eight 
of the total units will be purchased by the Millis Housing Authority at 
reduced prices. Twenty-one units will be marketed as affordable and the rest 
will be sold at market cost. Many meetings with the builder resulted in a 
Proposal that was presented to the Board of Appeal in November. The 
Partnership felt that the proposal presented was equitable to both the Town 
and the Builder. 


Late in the year another proposal known as Daniels Glenn was presented to us. 
This plan began as 154 condo units in approximately 16 buildings to be located 
off Island Road. As this report is being written the Partnership has been 
able to negotiate with the developer to provide 73 single family dwellings in 
@ cluster concept which would allow smaller lots with more commonly owned open 
Space than is normally found in a subdivision. The ownership of the property, 
including roads and sidewalks, will be held by the association, with bylaws 
aa will regulate what may or may not be done to a particular dwelling and 
its lot. 


Two other preliminary proposals for other areas in Millis were presented to us 
during the course of the year. Both of these proposals were still in the 
talking stage without actual plans at the time the owners met with us. 
Neither has approached our committee with formal presentations. 


The Partnership is cognizant of our responsibility to help provide housing 
Opportunities for people with limited incomes. We are also very aware of the 
need to be sure that such housing is suitable and compatible with long range 
goals of the Town of Millis.

REPORT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


On July 1, 1988 the Building Department, combining Building, Wiring, Plumbing 
and Gas Inspectors, became effective. A computer was installed with a permit 
tracking system which has proved quite useful. Fees for permits were increased 
by the Board of Selectmen on July 1 in order to cover the cost of operating the 
department.

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REPORT OF MILLIS PUBLIC LIBRARY BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


Adult book circulation for the year was 16,554, of which almost two-thirds 
(10,625) was fiction. Juvenile book circulation was 21,443, of which 3,567 
was nonfiction and 17,876 fiction. Non-book circulation (periodicals, pam- 
phlets, video and audio tapes, etc.) added 1,649 to adult and 447 to juve- 
nile statistics. Total circulation was 40,093, slightly (4%) lower than 
last year's 41,600. 


A total of $2,879.25 in overdue fines was turned back to the Town Treasur- 
er. Although this figure is also lower than last year's, we are glad to 
see that many books are returned to the shelves more quickly since the ini- 
tiation of the half-fine Wednesdays. 


Children's department highlights: 160 enrolled in the Summer Reading Pro- 
gram, kicked off with a “balloon ascension" in June. Eighteen completed 
all the requirements, and about 80 attended the final magic show and ice 
cream social sponsored by the Friends. Summer activities also included 
"Fun in the Sun" for younger children and a new "Summer Experience" for 
teenagers, which attracted about 40 participants. During Children's Book 
Week in November, storyteller Doug Lipman entertained a roomful of young- 
sters. A framed poster by children's author/illustrator Tomie de Paola was 
presented by the Friends of the Library. Most elementary grade classes vis- 
ited the library for introduction and orientation at least once during the 
year. 


The Board regretfully accepted the resignation of Renate Todd, and welcomed 
Patricia Olstead and Mary Ellen Donahue to the part-time staff. The Board 
thanks them, Librarian Patricia Iseman, Children's Librarian Shirley 
DiCenzo, and other library assistants Margaret Bergen, Margaret Fitzgerald 
and Meg Smith, and the student pages, for their service during what was, in 
many ways, a rather difficult year. 


1988 is the first year in four that library service has not been disrupted 
by a major construction project. Even so, repsirs were made to the front 
entrance doors and to window sills and reading room chairs, and the benches 
in front and back were replaced. A burglar alarm and fire alarm system 
have been installed. (Our apologies to those groups using the meeting room 


on occasions when the burglar alarm went off by mistake. We hope the prob- 
lems have been corrected by now.) 


Fiscal constraints imposed by Proposition 2-1/2 have affected the library 
as well as other departments. Although the appropriation for books and pe- 
riodicals finally rose from $13,500 to $15,000, the increase came a year 


too late to prevent a shortfall (on paper only) in complying with state aid 
eligibility requirements. 


The buying power of available funds continues to be eroded by spiraling 
book prices. Videocassettes and other non-book materials are now being add- 
ed in response to increasing demand, and an experimentally small circulat- 
ing collection of framed prints has been introduced. Trust funds, contribu- 
tions from the Friends, and state aid grants are used for these purchases, 
80 they do not compete for funds (only space) with the book collection. 
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We are grateful to Jack Warsof and the Warsof family for the establishment 
of and additions to two trust funds, the interest of which will be spent 
for materials and programs which promote or contribute to understanding of 
Jewish life and culture. 


A series, "Presidential Chronicles," has been added to the collection as a 
memorial from friends of Paul Albani. Our thanks also go to Ruth Winiker 
and others who have made donations to the collection and the library trust 
funds. 


Pressures on space at the Millis Public Library have long been a matter of 
concern: we need more adequate office space, expansion of the children's 
area (probably into present meeting room space), a new meeting room, and 
air conditioning. This year the Massachusetts Board of Library Commission- 
ers began a program of state-funded grants for public library construction 
and renovation. Several area towns have received grants under this pro- 
gram, established by the Library Improvement Act/Chapter 478 of. the Acts of 
1987. However, prior to application for grants, a space needs study must 
be performed, a formal building program statement must be adopted, and the 
building project must be approved by Town Meeting. Given previously men- 
tioned fiscal constraints, the Board has not felt confident that Town Meet- 
ing commitment, even for architectural services, was assured, and so far on- 
ly informal discussions have been held. 


Regionalization of certain departments having become another area of focus, 
the Board of Trustees will be meeting with the Schools’ Regionalization 
Study Committee, and with trustees in neighboring communities, to consider 
possible directions for expanded cooperation. 


"Automated Clusters” such as the Minuteman Library Network have added a new 
dimension to the program of the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library Sys- 
tem (EMRLS). While Millis participates in the EMRLS for interlibrary loan 
and reference service, and benefits from the regional systems’ cooperative 
buying program, the lack of computer capability still limits our role in 
the development of unified bibliographic control. The Regional Public Li- 
brary Systems have, for more than two decades, provided for networking 
among the state's public libraries. However, the budget for the regional 
Systems has not been increased in several years, and services and programs 
tend to be reduced rather than expanded from year to year. 


We gratefully acknowledge the support of the Friends of the Millis Library, 
who sold books, brownies, and tulips to raise funds, presented several pro- 
grams, and ran their traditional children's Christmas party to decorate the 
library for the holidays. We also extend our thanks to Town boards and em- 
ployees for their cooperation and service, to the Oak Tree League and corpo- 
rate program sponsors, and to various unsung heroes and heroines who volun- 
teered their time and talents to library programs and exhibits.

REPORT OF THE METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 
TO THE TOWN OF MILLIS 


The Metropolitan Area Planning Council would like to thank Millis for its 
support. During fiscal year 1988, which runs from July 1, 1987 through 
June 30, 1988, the community contributed .1854¢ per capita, or $1,298, to 
MAPC for regional planning services. 


With the support of Millis and 100 other communities in the metropolitan 
Boston area, MAPC provided planning services, information and advice for 
subregional, and region-wide initiatives in the areas of land use, economic 
development, housing, transportation and environmental quality. 


Projects completed during calendar year 2988 and of direct benefit to 
Millis include: 


*  MAPC organized the Southwest Subregion to address local 
issues which cross town borders. Subregional communities 
include Bellingham, Dover, Franklin, Holliston, Hopkinton, 
Medway, Milford, Millis, Norfolk, Sherborn and Wrentham. 


*  MAPC invited local officials to a Legislative Breakfast to 
hear state legislators discuss municipal finance. 


* At a Southwest Subregion meeting, MAPC staff presented an 
inventory of open space there. Data showed open space 
acreage in each of the towns, in a variety of categories. 


* MAPC staff met with officials from Hopkinton, Medway, Millis 
and Southborough to help them begin work on an open space 
plans for the communities. Staff provided information on open 
space planning issue. 


*  MAPC staff began producing a MacConnell Map for this 
community. Funded by the state Department of Public Works, 
MAPC together with the state Hazardous Waste Facility Site 
Safety Council (HWFSSC) created land use maps from aerial 
photographs. Land use information was also translated 
into statistics. Both map and statistics will be 
delivered to the community in 1989. 


Regionally, MAPC continued to work on MetroPlan 2000, the agency's compre- 
hensive regional plan, developing new population, employment and retail 
trade forecasts; an inventory of more than 600 vacant commercial and indus- 
trial sites; and several resource papers on affordable housing issues, re- 
gional transportation improvements and land use projects. 


MAPC also worked for additional funds for local pavement management pro- 
grams and coordinated the local TIP review, which provides federal funds 
for local highway projects. 


Finally, MAPC completed prototype projects which are applicable to all com- 
munities, For example, in Cambridge the agency developed a transportation 
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management zoning report which provides land use recommendations designed 
to reduce site-specific traffic. 


MAPC appreciates the continued support of Millis, and looks forward to fur- 
ther service in the years ahead.

REPORT OF THE TRANSFER STATION BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Millis Transfer Station will be operational the spring of 1989. The 
station is located behind the Department of Public Works between Water 
Street and Island Road. The construction bid was awarded to Barbato Con- 
struction Company in December. The facility's simplicity of design was cre- 
ated to satisfy Millis' present and future needs and minimize the possibili- 
ty of equipment failure that can plague any operation like this. 


Residents of the town will be required to purchase a town sticker and use 
town-supplied plastic bags that will be available for purchase at any of 
the local supermarkets. This method of Payment was designed so that the 
Transfer Station would be self-supporting without any funding from the tax 
base and would encourage recycling. The town bags are only for solid waste 
that will be deposited in the Transfer Station trailers. Recycled material 
costs less to dispose of than the material that must be sent to the 
Wheelabrator facility in Millbury, Massachusetts. 


The items that will be recycled are the following: newsprint, cardboard, 
clear and brown glass, Plastic, oil and leaves. Other items that will be 
taken for a fee will be tires and appliances. 


I would like at this time to express my deep thanks to the members of the 
Transfer Station Building Committee and those who assisted in gathering re- 
cycling information.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN MODERATOR 


The Annual and Special Town Meetings of 1988 once again underscored the pre- 
carious financial position that the Town of Millis finds itself in. This 
problem is not peculiar to Millis but is going on throughout the Common- 
wealth. Unlike many years ago, cities and towns are required to provide 
comprehensive and sophisticated waste disposal systems, water provision sys- 
tems, septic disposal and to build, maintain and upgrade highways, roads 
and buildings. This problem is further exacerbated in Millis because there 
is very little industrial base to contribute tax dollars to the town unlike 
other municipalities which border along major highways and enjoy tax reve- 
nue from large industrial complexes. Given the enormous overspending and 
debt on the part of the Federal and State Governments, it is highly unlike- 
ly that we can expect any significant contributions from the State or Feder- 
al level to assist us. 


Once again, I am strongly urging that anyone who is interested or concerned 
with the present and future quality of life in the town should take the 
time to participate in town and community matters. Specifically, I would 
point to the work of the Lions, the Oak Tree League, the Historical Commis- 
sion, the Recreation Department and the work of many people who volunteer 
on town departments and boards. Their work has brought about specific and 
positive changes in the quality of services and life in our town. We sim- 
ply cannot sit back and expect the town to provide us with all the necessi- 
ties, because the money is not there. 


Millis is a small town and, therefore, any participation you give can bring 
about a significant and identifiable change. Whether your interest lies 
with improvement of education, recreation, historical, conservation, the 
arts or any other fields, your contribution will reflect directly on you 
and your community. 


I urge everyone to attend Town Meeting to take part in town government and 
become active in the community because Millis is our home.

The Operational Project Program integrates all proven technologies into a 
system of mosquito control that is rational, safe, effective and economical- 
ly feasible. 


All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and sustain larval growth. 


Larviciding: Treatment of mosquito larvae during aquatic development is 
the next most effective control effort. 


Larvicide by backpack and mistblowers 177 acres 
Catch basin larvicide application 371 acres 


Adulticiding: The suppression of flying adult mosquitos becomes neces- 
sary when they are numerous, annoying, or threatening to residents. 


Adulticide with mist-blowers 621 acres 
Adulticide U.L.V. from trucks 16,512 acres 


Surveys, inspections, and monitoring in support of our program include lo- 
cating and mapping breeding areas, larval and adult collections, and 
field work evaluations leading to better drainage. 


The Project received 232 calls from residents for information and assis- 
tance.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1988 began with a shortage of manpower, but with the anticipation 
of ending this deficit by mid-summer. Officer James P. Nagle had trans- 
ferred out in December and Officer Edward C. Clifford was transferring out 
on January 13th. We were still waiting for a replacement for an August va- 
cancy. The department struggled on through the early months of the year 
with the detective filling a uniformed shift until early spring. 


On January 4th Officer John M. Alger started his recruit training at the 
MetroWest Academy in Needham, and the following week Officer Marsha P. Hunt- 
er started the Academy in Foxboro. Both academies were run under the direc- 
tion of the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council. These offi- 
cers grade on April 11 and April 14, respectively. Both started work imme- 
diately; however, Officer Hunter attended a one-week training course of 
Rape Investigation from May 2-6th. 


May 2nd was also the starting date for Officer Domenic J. Tiberi to start 
his recruit training at the Foxboro Academy, from which he graduated on Au- 
gust 4. This gave us a total complement of 14 men which includes nine pa- 
trolmen, three sergeants, a detective and a chief. 


Other training completed during the year consisted of both specialized and 
on-the-job training. Every officer attended the 40 hour on-the-job train- 
ing, required by training council, at the South Suburban Institute in 
Foxboro. This school shares space in the facility which houses the Foxboro 
Acadeny. 


Training in specialized areas was also completed by various officers. In 
March, Officer William A. Carlson attended the one-day course on the use 
of the Identi-Kit Composite photo system. Special Officers E. Christo- 
pher Bettencourt and Robert Maraggio attended a course in Suicide Pre- 
vention allowing them to work as lock-up keepers. In May Detective David 
C. Egy attended a two-day course in Drug Raid Management and Planning, and 
our Prosecutor, Roderick A. MacLeod, completed a day course on Court- 
room Testimony and Procedure. Additionally, in May Sergeant James M. 
Lovejoy and Officer Robert A. Dixon attended a day course in Intoxilyzer 
and Radar training, respectively. Sergeant William J. Dwyer completed a 
course on Supervising and Management of Drug Investigations. Officer Scott 
D. Vaughan attended a one-day Arson seminar. 


Two of our dispatchers also received specialized training. Dispatchers Ed- 
ward P. Kerwin Sr. and Linda R. Myers went to a two-day seminar in June to 
enable them to serve our department as LEAPS representatives for the tele- 
type systems. The latter attended a course in November which provided addi- 
tional specialized training in the use of the teletype. 


Other events during 1988 included the promotion of Officer James M. Lovejoy 
to Provisional Sergeant on February 8, 1988. Unfortunately, the Civil Ser- 
vice Examination for the fall of 1988 was rescheduled for the spring of 
1989 due to state fiscal restraints. 


In July the motorcycle was sold and a new cruiser was purchased for patrol 
purposes. The new vehicle was assigned to the sergeants, and an older vehi-

cle was retained for transportation purposes. This helped to keep the mile- 
age down where the Town could only afford to purchase one vehicle this 
year. The retention of this older vehicle proved to be a valued asset for 
the Town. It was cheaper to insure than the motorcycle and much more use- 
ful. This vehicle served as the transportation car for the prosecutor, 
transportation when officers were needed in more than one court on the same 
day, transportation to and from training exercises, and as a patrol vehicle 
when the front line cruisers were down for maintenance or repairs. 


Moving on to October, Halloween, once again, proved to be a pleasant eve- 
ning with lots of fun for the youth of all ages in both Town sponsored 
events and "trick or treating." I felt very fortunate to have Officer Hunt- 
er assist me with my visits to the children on this day. 


November saw four new Permanent Intermittent Officers added to our ranks, 
and I look forward to having them all ready for service by late January, 
1989. These officers are Kevin D. Fortier, Robert Maraggio, John J. 
Ryan, Jr. and Paul D. Smith. All are Millis residents. 


In closing, I would like to thank the entire department for their service 


during the year, each Town department for its continued cooperation and the 
citizens for their continued support.

REPORT OF THE MILLIS BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Millis Board of Public Works reorganized on May 4th, 1988, following 
the Spring Elections. Mr. George DeAngelis was appointed chairman; Hr. 
Thomas Hatch, Clerk; and Mr. Russell Chamberlain, Third Member. 


The Department of Public Works carried out its usual duties maintaining the 
highway, water, sewer, parks, cemetery, trees, insect pest control and sani- 
tary landfill divisions. The Department also rendered services to other 
town departments, boards, committees and contractors when deemed neces- 
sary. Other major projects completed by the Department are as follows: 


(1) Sections of Hammond Lane, Main Street, Ridge Street, 
Orchard Street, Grove Street, Bullard Lane, Walnut 
Street and Farm Street were improved by the appli- 
cation of hot top as a leveling course. This work 
was completed by town forces and assisted by contract 
equipment - Fall of 1988. 


(2) Phase I Sewer Lateral Project commenced - same will 
provide availability of the municipal sewer system 
to residents and full width paving of the streets 
involved relative to this project is due in the 
Spring/Summer of 1989. 


(3) Contract No. 18 - installation of approximately one 
mile of 12" water main on Village Street with new 
service installations to properties on either side 
of the roadway. Full width paving of the mile long 
stretch on Village Street will be done in the Spring 
of 1989 completing this project. 


This past year saw the death of two of our Department employees: 


Mr. Phillip McNutt, who, during his time at the Department of Public Works, 


served as our landfill custodian. To his family and friends, our deepest 
sympathies. 


Mr. John Joyce was the Department's Foreman of the Cemetery, Park and Tree 
Division. John's dedication and passion for the proper care of the Town's 
cemetery was without question. His desire/expectations for the needs of 
the town park for our youth were, also, addressed with such a passion. 
John's youthful spirit and fortitude will be greatly missed. Our deepest 
sympathies to his family and friends. 


At this printing, the Board of Public Works has received verbal communica- 
tion from our engineers that the contamination study has been agreed to by 
the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. We were also informed 
that no monies shall be available for this work until the year 1990, due to 
the state's fiscal constraints. More information relative to this project 
will be forthcoming, once we have received the official written statement 
from the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. 
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The Board of Public Works is also anticipating the closure of our landfill 
site. It is estimated that it will cost $1,000,000 to cover our landfill. 
Again, we have been informed by DEQE that we have been placed on the extend- 
ed state grant funding list pertinent to this project, due to the fiscal 
limits of the program. In establishing the Priority List pursuant to the 
Landfill Capping Grant Program, the state did not qualify our town's appli- 
cation for one of the twenty-four awards. Eighty-three communities compet- 
ed for these grants, and many strongly rated applications did not make the 
fundable list. This Board will again apply for closure assistance under 
the Solid Waste Act of 1987, as a grant/loan closure program under the Act 
is currently being developed. However, application materials will not be 
available until the Fall of 1989. 


This year the Department of Public Works, in conjunction with the School De- 
partment, undertook the collection of the Millis Public Schools' solid 
waste. The School Committee and the Board of Public Works have agreed to 
this project at a low cost of $6,000, which will be funded by the School's 
budget. Reimbursement will be received by the School from the state rela- 
tive to this solid waste disposal. This $6,000 being transferred to the De- 
partment of Public Work’s general budget will enable us to hire local 
youths for summer jobs This action will provide us with the needed staff 
to work on the parks and cemetery. To date, this project is working out 
well. 


The Board of Public Works would like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. 
Edward Cronin for his continued work for the Town of Millis as our liaison 
to the Charles River Pollution Control District and his work on the design 
and construction of the transfer station for our solid waste disposal. 


The Board, once again, would like to take this opportunity to express our 
appreciation and gratitude to Superintendent Robert Leslie; Assistant to 
the Superintendent, Janet Collins; General Foreman, Edward LaCroix; 
DPW/Data Entry Clerk, Susan McKenney; part-time Senior Clerk, Eloise 
Szablinski; and the employees of the Department of Public Works for their 
continued support and dedication throughout the year. We would also like 
to extend our thanks to the Board of Selectmen, Town Accountant, Town Trea- 
surer and other town boards, departments and committees and, especially, 
our families whose cooperation and help enable us to continue serving the 
comsunity of Millis.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


In 1988, there were many changes in personnel of the School Committee. I 
welcome three new members: Nancy Davidson, elected in May, and Paul Miller 
and Russell Whittaker, both appointed in June to fill vacancies created by 
the resignations of two members. I wish to thank Edna Neville and Bob Healy 
for their long and dedicated service to the community and Dan Connelly, 
whose service period ended when he moved out of town. I wish them all well 
in their future endeavors. 


The School Committee's most serious challenge continues to be the budget. 
Trying to maintain quality and to improve our educational programs becomes a 
monumental task without adequate funding. Last year, I thanked our school 
volunteers for their tireless efforts which assist the schools’ programs at 
little or no cost. I applaud them again this year. But, volunteers cannot 
do it all; the schools need adequate funding each year. 


I am extremely proud of our professional educators who continue to provide 
our children a quality education despite many of the cutbacks that have 
occurred since the advent of Proposition 2 1/2. State and federal funds 
have dwindled which has placed a financial burden on our community to contin- 
ue to properly fund our educational needs. We must always continue to make 
our commitment to education as strong as it always has been. 


The School Building Project to attach an addition to the Clyde F. Brown 
School was revitalized. The Building Committee has been working extremely 
hard and should be applauded for its efforts - Bob Healy, Chairman; Paul 
Miller, Secretary; Ed Cronin, Mary Catherine Davis, Dom D'Eramo, Edna 
Neville and Bob Volpicelli, Members; and Superintendent Vahan Khachadoorian, 
Ex-officio. Final plans were sent to the School Building Assistance Bureau 
in January to be voted on for approval in February, 1989. 


In September, Special Town Meeting voters approved a School Regionalization 
Study Committee to investigate all full and partial regionalization possibil- 
ities. Medway voters did the same in November. Millis committee members 
are: Dan Mundy, Chairman; Nancy Davidson, Secretary; and Bill Koney, Mem- 
ber. They have established several subcommittees to study transportation, 
curriculum, personnel, finances, physical plants and legal issues. The 
Study Committee will make a recommendation to the voters of Millis at the 
Annual Town Meeting in May, 1990. 


The School Committee has also been meeting with school committee members 
from Holliston, Medfield and Medway to investigate areas in which there can 
be collaboration and cooperation. During the 1988-89 school year, Millis, 
Medwey and Hopkinton entered into a pilot program to offer Calculus to stu- 
dents in all three towns simultaneously by means of computer and telephone 
connections. It is an exciting program that has many possible applications 
for the future. Administrators from the four communities are meeting on a 
regular basis to investigate other areas in which towns can work together to 
provide improved services at reduced costs. 


The School Committee is pleased with the quality of education currently 


provided and is committed to retain strong educational programs. Our future 
goals include the expansion of current programs and the addition of new 
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programs or courses that will better service the educational needs of all 
the students in our schools.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report of the School Committee and citi- 
zens of Millis. 


The Millis Public School system continues to devote its financial resources 
and school personnel to provide every child who attends our schools the op- 
portunity to obtain an excellent education from kindergarten their high 
school years. 


However, since the passage of Proposition 2 1/2, the School Department, 
along with other town departments, has had to adjust its budget in order to 
deal with severe cutbacks that changed the manner in which services were de- 
livered to the community. Although we feel we continue to operate in a fis- 
cally responsible manner, it appears additional reductions that were re- 
quested from the school operating budget have adversely affected the educa- 
tional and programmatic gains that took years to achieve. These cutbacks, 
caused by limited financial resources, have resulted in an extensive list 
of staff positions, course offerings, equipment/supply needs, and numerous 
related curriculum/program services that were either reduced in scope or to- 
tally eliminated from the educational appropriation accounts. Specifical- 
ly, the School Department operating budget for fiscal year 1987-1988 in- 
creased less than one percent over the previous fiscal budget year. In ac- 
tual dollars, the School Department received $36,691 in new growth with 
which to support education for 1100 students (K-12). If this funding cycle 
continues into the future, many instructional programs and course offerings 
will have to be curtailed at the secondary levels, and class sizes will 
have to be increased at the elementary grades. 


4s we look to the future, with the continued rise in costs for supplies, 
maintenance, utilities, special education and employee salaries, an in- 
creased financial commitment will be needed in order to keep our schools 
competitive. 


Public education in Massachusetts is at a crossroad. The decision to be 
made by citizens and taxpayers of Millis is: Shall we further reduce an al- 
ready basic curriculum so that we might satisfy our dollar consciousness, 
or should we, as a concerned community, continue to prepare our youngsters 
to meet the ever-changing technical and competitive skills market for the 
year ahead? 


We, members of administration and staff, have faith in the value and contin- 
ued support for public education that the citizens of Millis have provided 
in previous years. When the bottom line is drawn regarding budgets, the fu- 
ture of its youth will again determine the outcome. 


The following paragraphs will highlight many of the programs and education- 
al activities that have been developed and implemented during the 1988 
school year. 


Mrs. Audrey Foley resigned as Assistant Bookkeeper/Clerk in March to ac- 
cept employment in the private sector. Mrs. June Houghton was appointed 
to £111 this vacancy. 


At the annual election in May, Mrs. Nancy Davidson was elected to replace 
Mrs. Edna Neville on the School Committee. In June, both Mr. Robert Healy 
and Mr. Daniel Connelly resigned from the School Committee, and were re- 
placed by Mr. Russell Whittaker and Mr. Paul Miller. We welcome the newly- 
elected and appointed members to the Committee, and wish them well in their 
important community responsibility. 


To the former School Committee members, we thank you for your time, effort, 
dedication and support in carrying out your duties as elected officials. 
The school community is indeed grateful for the many long hours of commit- 
ment made on behalf of the young people of Millis. 


In June, Mr. Francis Flanagan, English teacher at the high school for 25 
years, and Mr. Albert Andrews, Industrial Arts teacher at the high school 
for over 15 years, both submitted their retirement notifications. Members 
of the faculty, administration and School Committee honored these outstand- 
ing professional teachers with a coffee hour, presentation of gifts and 
plaque in recognition of their work and dedication to the Millis Public 
Schools. 


In August 1988, an administrative change occurred at Millis Middle School. 
Mr. Stanley Strom, Principal for the past two years, was replaced by Mr. 
William McIvor, former Assistant Middle School Principal in the Waltham 
Public Schools. 


On December 1, 1988, Mr. Robert McDonough, member of the Millis School 
Committee from 1949 to 1970 and member of the Tri-County Regional Vocation- 
al Technical School since 1974, officially resigned due to health rea- 
sons. We commend Mr. McDonough for his 35 years of dedication, commit- 
ment and outstanding service to education and to the youth of Millis. We 
extend our best wishes for a healthy and long life ahead to him as he en- 
joys his retirement. We offer thanks for a job well done. 


In the areas of school maintenance and building construction activities, 
several significant actions took place during the 1988 school year. 


At the October 1988 Special Town Meeting, with an overwhelming show of sup- 
port, Town Meeting members voted to appropriate the sum of $195,000 to con- 
tract the firm of Korslund, LeNormand & Quann, Inc. to complete final 
documents and to prepare bid specifications for the additions and altera- 
tions at the Clyde Brown School. 


Since that date, members of the School Building Committee have been meeting 
weekly in order to review and approve the required documents, plans and 


specifications prior to their submission to the School Building Assistance 
Bureau, 


Members of the Millis Building Committee are eagerly awaiting official 
project approval from the State Department of Education, expected sometime 
in February 1989. Clearly, a special thanks must be extended to Robert 
Healy, Chairman of the School Building Committee, and members Mary Cathe- 
rine Davis, Robert Volpicelli, Edna Neville, Paul Miller, Edward Cronin, 
Domenic D'Eramo, and ex-officio members Jane Walker, Assistant Elementa- 
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ry Principal, and David Byrne, Director of Buildings and Grounds, for their 
diligence and long hours of work throughout the entire project. 


Equally important, a second action was approved at the October Special Town 
Meeting by its members. 


After concluding months of preliminary meetings and dialogue with represen- 
tatives of the neighboring communities of Medfield, Holliston and Medway 
concerning collaboration and cost-sharing of services among town depart- 
ments, the concept of school regionalization emerged as a serious option 
for the towns of Millis and Medway to further investigate. 


As a follow-up, Town Meeting members approved the establishment of a School 
Regionalization Study Committee with a planning budget of $4,000. Members 
of the Study Committee appointed by the Town Moderator are Nancy Davidson, 
William Koney and Dan Mundy, Chairman. Several sub-committees have been 
formed to study all aspects of school regionalization and to prepare their 
recommendations. 


In the area of curriculum review, revision and development, several summer 
projects were undertaken by faculty committees. During the summer of 1988, 
curriculum study committees were reconvened to complete the final draft in 
the area of mathematics (K-12) and health (K-12). Comprehensive curriculum 
guides were reviewed and approved by members of the School Committee for 
adoption and implementation throughout the school system. A Computer Sci- 
ence Levels I and II course curriculum was developed by Mrs. Dorry 
Verdy, high school math teacher. 


A Journalism/Desk Top Publishing Computer Curriculum course outline was 
prepared by Mrs. Becky Russ, high school teacher, for students in the Eng- 
lish Department. History of Western Civilization offered at the high 
school was reviewed and modified by Mr. Dennis Naughton. 


Members of the Music Department, Mr. Gubala, Mr. Miller, Mr. Terbowich 
and Miss Oosterman, undertook a major effort in revising, rewriting and 
producing an updated Music Curriculum guide for (K-12) classroom utiliza- 
tion. 


Throughout the Millis Public Schools during the 1988 school year, numerous 
innovative and educationally productive events were organized and implement- 
ed by members of the faculty. 


Through Chapter 188 grant funds, Millis was awarded $10,285 to support the 
Horace Mann Teacher Program. Over fifteen creative proposals were sub- 
mitted by members of the staff which were designed to improve the instruc- 
tional quality within the classrooms and throughout the school system, sev- 
eral of which are worthy of recognition: 


(1) Millis High School Academic Decathlon Team, formed by Mrs. Bever- 
ly Bush and Mrs. Cangi to foster scholastic excellence among high 
school students in grades 11 and 12, entered the regional and state 
competitions for the first time as the smallest school represented. 
Competing against 16 other schools at the state finals, the Millis 
team brought home numerous individual honors. In addition, the team 


received a plaque for their outstanding participation in the state fi- 
nal competition. Overall, the six member team placed 12th in the 
state competition, which, in itself, was a commendable accomplishment. 


(2) The First Annual Millis Science Fair took place in March 1988, 
sponsored by faculty from the science department. Seventy high school 
students displayed their projects during the day for judging by indi- 
viduals from industry, government and academia. Winners of the 
judging entered the Regional Science Fair in Bridgewater in April. 
First place winner, Sean Coste, had his project entered in the State 
Science Fair at MIT on April 29. 


The fair provided an opportunity for students to work independently on 
projects of their own choosing. We hope to extend this type of 
project work to the Middle and elementary schools in the future. 


(3) Millis Drug/Alcoholic Planning Committee conducted monthly meet- 
ings to discuss issues of substance use by our students and to develop 
programs/strategies for addressing this serious concern. As a result 
of these effort, a $2,880 grant was funded by the Governor's Alliance 
Against Drugs, which was used to provide training sessions for teach- 
ers and students in Peer Leadership models. Furthermore, Students 
Against Drunk Driving (SADD), a school based organization, was reac- 
tivated; the Big Brother/Big Sister Program was also reactivated by 
high school students. 


Through the efforts of the Horace Mann teachers, students and concerned 
parent organizations, many unique and highly creative programs have been 
made available for our students system-wide. 


The Home and School Association in each of the schools continues to be a 
support for the staff and students and to help in very tangible ways. Mem- 
bers of the Elementary Home and School Association volunteer as aides in 
and out of the classroom, assist with computer instruction, help with fund 
raisers and teach enrichment courses to our youngsters. 


Thanks are extended to administrators Mr. Paul Brunelle, High School Prin- 
cipal; Mr. William McIvor, Middle School Principal; Mr. Thomas Deffley, 
Elementary School Principal; Mrs. Suzanne Genest, Director of Pupil Per- 
sonnel Services; and Mrs. Jane Walker, Assistant to the Elementary Princi- 
pal, for their assistance to this office throughout the school year. 


We are very pleased to report that our food service program, under the very 
capable management of Mrs. Marge Feccia, continues to provide our stu- 
dents appealing and nutritious lunches each day. We extend our sincere ap- 
preciation to the entire food service staff - Claire Clewes, Marie Col- 
lins, Mary Costa, Norma Graham, Rosalie Keller, Anne Kelly, Carol 
Levreault, Janet Lewandowski, Judith Malouf, Jean Manning, Nancy Por- 
ter, Marie Powers, Judith O'Neil, Jennifer Monto and Gwen Ramsey - 


who ably help prepare and serve lunches for the students who attend our 
schools, 


Acknowledgement and appreciation are extended to our school secretaries - 
Janet Dunphy and Celeste Hankey at the High School, Diane Lowd in 
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the Pupil Personnel Services Department, Georganne Faessler in the Guid- 
ence Department, Patricia Gilmartin and Carol Yeager at the Middle 
School, Mary Shea at the Memorial School and Janet Walsh at the Clyde 
Brown School - for their devoted years and for the competent manner in 
which all school office functions are conducted. Thanks for a "job well 
done" in your respective duties. 


We continue to be pleased with the general maintenance and cleanliness of 
the classrooms and with the buildings in general. Much of these efforts 
are due in part to the individual hard work of the entire custodial staff. 
The Millis Public School system is constantly monitoring the maintenance 
and repairs to its school facilities in order to protect the town's invest- 
ment and to assure its citizens that safe buildings are provided for our 
students. 


Recognition is extended to David Byrne, Director of Buildings and Grounds, 
and to members of his custodial staff for their fine work and cooperation 
during the past year. 


We again take this opportunity to thank Mrs. Linda Cousland, Director of 
Transportation, for the cooperation and efficient manner in which the 
school transportation program is being operated. A special thanks, also, 
to the bus drivers for their kind and understanding relationships with the 
children. 


Finally, we wish to thank, in a special way, the many civic organizations, 
service clubs, as well as other municipal departments, for their assistance 
to and cooperation with the Superintendent of Schools.

A "special appreciation” is extended to several important people who work 
in the Administration Offices - Mrs. Bette Oschman, Executive Secretary 
to the Superintendent, whose years of experience and knowledge regarding 
school matters has been most helpful to this office, and to Mrs. Marilyn 
Cote, Bookkeeper, and Mrs. June Houghton, Assistant Bookkeeper, who han- 
dled all financial matters related to the school operating budget in an ef- 
ficient, organized and professional manner. Without the efforts, dedica- 
tion and loyalty of these fine employees, many of the school functions 
could not operate as efficiently as they have this year.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
This is my fourteenth annual report to the Town of Millis. 


The office Millis High School enrollment as of October 1, 1988 was 279, rep- 
resenting a decrease of 22 students from last year's enrollment. 


Millis High School and the International Club welcomed its first foreign ex- 
change student from the country of Italy. Michele Comitini comes from 
Parella and is living with Mr. and Mrs. Charles Sinatra on Middlesex 
Street. We also have another first, as a former foreign exchange student 
from Japan who attended Millis High School during her Sophomore year has re- 
turned this year as a tuition student to complete her high school education 
in America. She is Keiko Tsuchiya and is living with Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
DiCenzo on Spencer Street. 


Graduation for the Class of 1988 saw 80 students receive their diplomas. 
Valedictorian of the class was June Marie Ritterbusch, and Salutatorian was 
Debra Ann Shea. Fifty-six percent of the graduating class was accepted to 
four-year colleges; twenty-six percent was accepted to two-year colleges; 
three percent enrolled in one-year programs; two percent entered the mili- 
tary; and the remaining thirteen percent went to work. 


One of the major changes which took place this past year was the increasing 
of graduation requirements, which were accepted by the School Committee, be- 
ginning with the class of 1991. The total graduation requirement of 104 
credits has remained constant, but, effective with this class, graduates 
will now require a four-year designated sequence in English and Physical Ed- 
ucation, while three years will be required in Mathematics, Social Studies 
and Science. The remaining credits shall be made up of elective courses. 
These requirements represent the highest ever in Millis High School history. 


As a result of the increased requirements, it was necessary to revamp the 
Social Studies curriculum, especially the sophomore year which requires 
that all students take a course in Modern European History as part of their 
sequence. In the Science area, all students must take one year each of Bi- 
ology, Chemistry and Physical Science, while in Mathematics, students must 
take three years of sequential math according to their abilities. Hopeful- 
ly, these additional requirements in appropriately leveled courses will al- 
low students to achieve their maximum academic potential for either continu- 
ing their education or entering the world of work. 


Additional courses have been developed for inclusion in the Program of Stud- 
ies. These are science semester courses in astronomy, zoology, human biolo- 
8y and earth science. In the English Department, a new semester elective 
entitled Journalism/Desk Top Publishing was developed. It is a creative 
writing course offered primarily on computers and word processors. All of 
these courses have been designed as electives and are high interest courses 
which can vary in depth depending on the individual students. They have 
been very well received by the student body, as evidenced by the numbers of 
students who have subscribed to them. 


One of the sad events of this past school year has been the retirement of 
two of our senior teachers - Mr. Albert Andrews, who taught Industrial 
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Arts, and Mr. Francis Flanagan, who taught English and Latin. Although 
the English and Latin programs will continue in place, the sad note is 
that, as 4a result of decreasing funding, it has been necessary to eliminate 
the Industrial Arts program, a program which benefitted many students. 


High tech continues to have an influence, in not only what is taught at 
the high school, but how it is taught. This is clearly exemplified in a 
course in which Medway, Millis and Hopkinton collaborated and involved them- 
selves in 4 grant written by Mrs. Arlene Cram of the Medway staff. Through 
the grant, we were able to obtain an AP Calculus course developed by Har- 
vaerd University. It is offered to each school via computer and telecommuni- 
cations, utilizing a phone bridge to put each of the schools in contact 
with one another. We presently have five students involved: Aimie This- 
tle, Gary Bosse, Paul Ouellette, David Sjogren and Jordan Mrazek. Since 
the program was not developed early enough to coordinate a time during the 
school day, the students begin their class at 7:00 a.m. each day. This con- 
cept is being explored further in the hopes of expanding our offerings. 


Additional instructional technology which was made possible through School 
Improvement Funds is a laser video disc, controlled by computer and current- 
ly being used in biology and physics. Hopefully, as discs and technology 
expand, these can be used in other areas of the curriculum as well. 


For the first time in many years, Millis High School has sponsored and ac- 
tively involved many of our students in developing projects for a Science 
Fair. The science staff, headed by its curriculum coordinator, Mr. Michael 
Oliphant, put on a science fair this year which was extraordinarily well re- 
ceived, not only by the students but the public as well. First prize went 
to Freshman Sean Coste of Spring Street. Mr. Oliphant has indicated that 
he will continue sponsoring science fairs and, hopefully, will be expanding 
them to grades outside the High School. 


One of the most active organizations at Millis High School has been the In- 
ternational Club. It not only comprises the most number of students ever 
involved in a club activity, but also has become the most active organiza- 
tion in the school. In addition to hosting exchange students and facilitat- 
ing cultural exchange, it has also been actively involved in sponsoring cul- 
turally enriching programs through an International Week held in February. 
This involved a week-long program of activities which culminated on a Satur- 
day evening with the group "Mandela" performing its multi-cultural song and 
dance program before a full house in the high school auditorium. Later dur- 
ing April vacation, a large number of students travelled to British Colum- 
bia to visit and share in the lifestyle and culture of British Columbian 
students. Mr. Lau Magner, who advises the International Club, had previous- 
ly spent a year as an exchange teacher in British Columbia. He was in 
charge, along with the International Club officers, of planning this trip 
which proved to be very exciting for our students. 


In reviewing the past year, I am extremely pleased by the activities that I 
am able to cite in the text above. Certainly, decreasing enrollments have 
impaired the flexibility of our curriculum, and decreased funding has neces- 
sitated curtailment of valuable programs. The fact that I am able to al- 
lude to the previously mentioned new programs is a tribute to the dedica- 
tion and resourcefulness of a small and competent staff who care. For 
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this, I publicly commend them and urge their continued cooperation in the 
future. 


This concludes my annual report for 1988.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL 


The Millis Middle School continues to be a very exciting place to be for 
our children to live and learn. The first half of 1988 was characterized 
by trips to Washington, D. C. and New York City by our eighth and seventh 
graders. The traditional R-rated Spaghetti Supper was another success, as 
well as our school presentation of PIPIN. Our sixth graders traveled to 
Camp Sargent in New Hampshire for their environmental experience. These 
programs, plus a wide variety of sports and clubs, provided an enriching ex- 
perience for our students as the 1988 school year drew to a close in June. 


In August, Mr. William McIvor became the new principal of Millis Middle 
School, and a new school year began in September. We elected new members 
to our Student Council and began making plans for a new school year. The 
many school activities and functions were soon underway. Our Back to 
School Night, book fair and field trips to Sturbridge Village, the Museum 
of Fine Arts and the Museum of Science all enjoyed a successful return. 
The establishment of the Millis Middle School Mohawk News became a very 
welcome commentary of Middle School life; it is mailed home on a monthly ba- 
sis. 


The Home/School Association began a new year with three special nights 
scheduled. The first was a Meet the Principal Night, followed by an eve- 
ning of discussion centered around "homework," and another where a guest 
speaker, Mrs. Jean Glynn, spoke to parents on adolescent issues. These 
programs helped to round out the first three months of the new year. 


The Home/School Association, led by Mrs. Audrey Milley and Mrs. Mary 
Alessi, continues to be a vital part of the Middle School atmosphere. 
Plans are being made to provide more opportunities for our children and par- 
ents to be active participants in the learning process. 


After-school sports and activities continue to play an important role at 
the Middle School. Ms. Peterson has coordinated a program of activities 
that includes McWhippet, Cross Country Track, Girls' and Boys' Intramural 
Basketball and Bowling. Each of these activities focused on development of 
skills, as well as game performance, but most of all, enjoyment of the ac- 
tivities. After-school clubs and activities were very popular. 


Our National Junior Honor Society and Yearbook organizations continued to 
provide interesting opportunities for the students involved. In addition, 
new or ongoing activities provided challenges for our students. Clubs such 
as the Computer Lab and the "New Generation," a singing group led by Mr. 
Miller, met weekly after school. 


A new addition to club activities was a program called Homework Clinic. 
This program was used to help students improve study skills and provide a 
time for accomplishment of homework with a supervised atmosphere. The Home- 
work Clinic became a very successful activity at our school. 


As the year drew to a close, our entire school enjoyed a day in Boston to 
view a theater production, This was accomplished with funding from our 
School Improvement Council and through the efforts of Mrs. Sheryl Lajoie. 
The day was a wonderful start to our Christmas break. 
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In 1989 we look forward to more exciting challenges to make Millis Middle 
School a meaningful experience in the lives of our Millis children.

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REPORT OF THE CLYDE BROWN/MEMORIAL SCHOOLS 


In the area of curriculum development, this year saw the implementation of 
the revised health program, which was completed during the summer of 1987, 
and the completion of the kindergarten through twelve mathematics curricu- 
lum, which was completed last summer. The new health curriculum addresses 
issues including substance abuse, self image, the beginning of sex educa- 
tion, decision-making and personal safety, as well as the other topics tra- 
ditionally taught at the elementary school level. The new mathematics pro- 
gram seeks to coordinate topics and skills so that they are taught in a se- 
quential manner and seeks to promote more problem-solving and abstract 
thinking skills. Also added to the K-5 curriculum was the Rinehart Hand- 
writing Program whereby a specialist meets with each class, instructs and 
evaluates students' handwriting and offers remediation where necessary. 
The purpose of this program is to improve handwriting and to have a uniform 
heading and format for written work. 


The elementary schools became involved in the national reading program 
"Reading is Fundamental," which not only encourages reading, but provides 
each youngster with at least two free books of his or her choosing. The 
teacher and students of both schools have been involved in a read-a-thon 
and a math-a-thon to benefit national charities, reading, essay and post- 
er contests for which many have won prizes and have had their writing pub- 
lished, and other projects which our pupils have communicated with children 
and adults outside of our community. In addition, there were plays con- 
certs, special recognition of holidays, a talent show, a tree planting cere- 
mony and many other activities. The School Improvement Council, consisting 
of parents, teachers, administrators and townspeople, has brought in a vari- 
ety of monthly cultural programs which have proven interesting, exciting 
and educational. In addition to this, the students of the elementary 
schools have done consistently well in their academics as evidenced by 
scores on standardized achievement tests, and the State mandated Basic 
Skills and Assessment Tests. For these successes, we are grateful to the 
elementary school staff and the parents. 


In the anticipation and sincere hope that the proposed addition to the 
Clyde Brown School will become a reality, there have been more frequent 
meetings between the staffs of the two elementary schools, both formal and 
social, in order to lay some groundwork when the two groups function as one. 


The elementary Home and School Association has grown in numbers and has pro- 
vided programs for parents, financial support for the schools and another 
link between school and community. 


The staff and administration of the Millis elementary schools are grateful 
for the continued support for their efforts from the Superintendent of 
Schools, the School Committee, the parents and community.

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REPORT OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


The following are highlights of the events and Programs of the Pupil Person- 
nel Services Department for the year ending December 31, 1988. 


(1) A town-wide screening of all three and four year-old children was con- 
ducted in February and October, 1988. According to the Massachusetts Spe- 
cial Education Law Chapter 766, each school system is to offer to the par- 
ent of all three and four year-old children the opportunity to have their 
child screened for any potential educational, speech and language and/or vi- 
sion and hearing concerns. This screening is in addition to the mandated 
Kindergarten Screening Program conducted each Spring for children entering - 
Kindergarten the following September. 


(2) The high school guidance services this year have included the addition 
of a computer which allows students more access to the career/college 
search computer program that has enabled high school students to seek out 
information on not only colleges and training institutions but careers. 
Students are able to use the program during their studies and free time. 
It has simplified the process of searching for the right higher education 
program to meet each student's career goals. 


Resource materials were added to the High School Guidance program which 
have enabled students to research careers, technical schools, as well as ju- 
nior college programs. A periodic newsletter is published and sent to all 
junior and senior year students. This has contained information on colleg- 
es, financial aid, applications, procedures, and other resources available 
to students and their parents. 


(3) The high school guidance department continued the guidance classes pro- 
gram. For each grade level, pertinent topics are presented in lesson or 
group discussion format. The guidance courses are scheduled on an as-need- 
ed basis by grade level. 


(4) The Special Education Parents Advisory Council (SEPAC) has been pro- 
viding support to the Pupil Personnel Services Department staff and the stu- 
dents. They assisted the Pupil Personnel Services Department with a series 
of parent workshops held in the spring and fall of 1988 on topics such as 
substance abuse, attention deficit disorder, developing values and chil- 
dren's fears. 


(5) The Millis Public Schools continued to provide the Special Needs Basic 
Skills Classroom Program at the middle school level. Keeping with the in- 
tent of the Massachusetts Special Education Law Chapter 766, students re- 
turned from out of district placements, and potential out of district place- 
ments were avoided by the provision of this highly individualized classroom 
Program which was designed to meet their individual educational needs. Not 
only is it a more cost-effective manner in which to provide these students 
the services they need, it is a very positive and progressive manner in 
which they would be educated as much as possible within the regular main- 
Stream of the school and their community. 


(6) This year the Pupil Personnel Services Department is in the process of 
reinstating several peer support programs. 
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The Big Brother/Big Sister Program, which was reinstated in 1987, was af- 
fected by personnel cuts this year. With the help of the student Peer Lead- 
ers, Ms. Joanne Raider and the elementary staff, it is anticipated that it 
will be reinstated on a limited basis in 1989. This program linked up high 
school students with elementary students in a very positive and supportive 
manner. High school students spent time with the elementary students to de- 
velop positive relationships through such activities as sports, hobbies and 
school work. It is a positive learning experience for not only the elemen- 
tary student, but the high school student as well. It provides the younger 
children with a positive role model. 


The High School Peer Leaders Program was continued this fall, thanks to Ms. 
Joanne Raider, a high school guidance counselor. Sophomore and junior stu- 
dents were trained this fall. This program taps the leadership skills of 
many of the high school students. Its purpose is to direct and utilize 
these students' skills in order to develop and find solutions to the many 
problems facing high school students in Millis, such as use of drugs or al- 
cohol. The costs for this program and the specialized student training 
were funded through a state grant which the Pupil Personnel Services Depart- 
ment attained. 


(7) This year, the Pupil Personnel Services Department was awarded a grant 
from the Governor's Alliance Against Drugs for the development of a compre- 
hensive educational program for substance abuse Prevention. The funds are 
being utilized to purchase educational materials and hire consultants for 
student, teacher and parent training programs. 


(8) The Health Services Department provides services to the school communi- 
ty in a variety of ways. In addition to providing primary care to sick or 
injured students and staff, they perform health assessments, develop with 
physicians, parents and other school staff medical treatment programs for 
individual students. They actively participate in the screening of, the 
evaluation of and the provision of services to students with special 
needs. Each staff member serves as a resource for students, teachers and 
parents in matters of medical and health concerns, 


In compliance with the Massachusetts State Law, the Health Services staff 
ensures that all students are properly immunized and student health records 
are current. Annual screening programs for vision, hearing and detection 
of scoliosis are conducted. Physical examinations required for students in 
third, seventh and eleventh grades, as well as for participation in inter- 
Scholastic sports. The staff ensures that they are completed and provides 
the opportunity for students to be examined by the school physician.

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REPORT OF THE TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


In July, 1988, the School Committee reorganized and the elected officers 
are: Melvin Long (Norfolk), Chairman; Charles Mucciarone (Franklin), 
Vice Chairman; and Ernest Sandland (North Attleboro), Secretary. 


The School Committee conducts its regularly scheduled meetings on the first 
and third Wednesday of each month at 8:00 p.m. in the Committee Meeting 
Room at the school. From the beginning of November until the end of Febru- 
ary, the Committee meets on the second and fourth Wednesdays specifically 
for the purpose of budget development. Sub-committee meetings are sched- 
uled as needed. 


Graduation 


On June 5, 1988, 186 students were graduated in an impressive afternoon cer- 
emony. Chairman Robert Rappa delivered the Address of Welcome to more 
than one thousand guests. Music was provided by the Southeastern Massachu- 
setts Community Band. 


Peter Rickard, Director of Guidance and Special Needs, presented scholar- 
ships and awards totaling more than $25,000 to deserving seniors. Four stu- 
dent received Commonwealth Scholarships for outstanding achievement: 
Daryl Densmore, Elizabeth Mazzeo and Paul Young of Franklin and 
Jamie Miller from Walpole. 


Millis graduate, Jennifer Kerns, was awarded a $1,000 scholarship by the 
Massachusetts Association of Plumbing and Heating Contractors. 


Guidance and Special Education 


In September, 1988, 188 ninth grade students were enrolled at Tri-County. 
Of that number, 15 were Millis students. 


During the 1987-88 school year, Tri-County hosted its first College Fair 
where representatives from 18 post-secondary schools came to Tri-County to 
share information with college bound seniors enrolled at Tri-County. 


In September, 1988, with the start of a new school year, Tri-County also be- 
gan an expansion of our ninth grade exploratory program which now will al- 
low our freshmen to try out nine different areas of interest. This pro- 
gram, which truly is the best vocational evaluation known, also will re- 
quire students to explore areas which are non-traditional by gender. It 
is hoped that more students will select non-traditional areas and that 
any stigma which may exist for those who do will be lessened by this experi- 
ence. 


During the past year, Tri-County was selected as a demonstration site for a 
commercial computer-operated career guidance system. This program operates 
on a video last disk and computer, which together allow students to assess 
their interests and abilities and match these with careers. A great deal 
of information is available through this system regarding secondary and 
post-secondary programs. A complete college search program is included 
with this, including financial aid information. 


Governor's Alliance Against Drugs 


A grant from the Governor's Alliance Against Drugs has allowed Tri-County 
to offer a health program for all ninth grade students. The school also 
provided to its students a three screened presentation on decision-making 
which was made possible through the Consortium for the Prevention of Sub- 
stance Abuse. 


Academic Programs 


The academic programs offered to Tri-County students continued to evolve in 
1988-89 so as to prepare students for an ever-changing work and societal en- 
vironment. All freshmen were this year exposed to a comprehensive health 
Program which encompassed a wide range of health-related issues, from diet 
to decision-making. New also this year were two academic offerings in the 
eleventh grade - Applied Mathematics and Applied English. These Department 
of Occupational Education sponsored programs offer students relevant and mo- 
tivational learning material as well as creative teaching formats. 


In the continuing effort of Tri-County to provide its students with the 
best possible preparation for work and college, this year saw the initial 
preparations for the incorporation of an Applied Physics program. This up- 
to-date offering will allow students to develop an understanding of the 
physical laws of science through their application. Later this school 
year, the Math Department will be instituting a math lab. This developmen- 
tal program will provide teachers and students with a powerful new teaching 
and learning tool. 


Tri-County's newest academic advancement has it greatest impact on you, 
Tri-County's adult constituency. Massachusetts Bay Community College is 
offering evening classes to all area adults. These credit-granting courses 
will be offered at Tri-County two nights a week and permit adults to pursue 
an associate degree program to simply partake in enrichment offerings. 


This year and in the years to come, Tri-County will continue to offers its 
students the best and most relevant preparation for work or college. 


Vocational Programs 


We continue to give priority to upgrading curricula and equipment in an ef- 
fort to stay abreast of technological advances in the machine, automotive 
and building trades. 


The Sun Interrogator, the latest diagnostic tester, and the Under 4-Wheel 
Aligning Machine are used to train our upper class Auto Repair students. 
Job placement is high, and small business ventures are showing up in or ear- 
ly graduates. 


The curriculum of oxy-acetylene, arc, and mig/tig welding has adapted 
new dimensions. There are new incentives since training for certification 
Programs have been added. Tri-County students will now receive training 
for "Limited Thickness Certification," "Unlimited Certification" and "Pipe 
Welding Certification." Many students will acquire all three certifica- 
tions by the time they reach their senior year. All cortification stan- 
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dards are set by the American Welding Society Code. Our graduates are in 
demand as jobs are plentiful. 


Solid State/Motor Control curriculum has been developed and becomes a part 
of the upper-grade programs. Grade eleven and twelve students, with their 
instructors, are providing a completely new wiring system with fixtures and 
including a new service installation for the Medway Fire Station #f2. Job 
opportunities and self-employment rank high in the Electrical Program. 


Technical Program 


Distributive Education continues to expand their program by offering stu- 
dents instruction in the areas of legal and medical secretarial office 
skills. Along with Retailing and Banking instruction, the students are mas- 
tering skills in Computerized Accounting, Data Base Management and Lotus 1- 
2-3. 


The Culinary Arts Shop has accommodated a student teacher from Johnson and 
Wales College, and his expertise in cake decorating is adding a new dimen- 
sion to the program. 


Commercial Art has received new Desk Top Publishing equipment, and instruc- 
tors are preparing students for their new learning experience. 


The Child Care Shop continues to attract large numbers of toddlers and pre- 
schoolers into their program from area towns, and a waiting list is main- 
tained. 


Cosmetology has a new look this year, with their reconditioned chairs and 
newly painted walls. Facial and manicuring, along with hair care, continue 
to make this a popular program for area residents. The clinic is open to 
members of the community during the school year. 


Drafting, Electronics and Graphic Arts Departments continue to upgrade 
their software programs, which provide valuable skills for today's changing 
job market. 


Evening School 


Approximately 450 adults are enrolled in our Evening School program. Air 
Conditioning and Refrigeration, Baking and Cake Decorating, Word Processing 
and Manicuring are new programs due to increased interest in these skilled 
areas. The Mandatory Code Review Course for Licensed Electricians contin- 
ues to be held on assigned Saturdays during the school year. 


Athletics 


"Athletics" at Tri-County this year have been looked at as "Building for 
the Future,” as a strong group of freshmen and sophomore athletes have 
emerged to play a major role in the interscholastic sports programs of fall 
and winter. 


Taking the place of retired Athletic Director Bill Doucette is Cliff Wil- 
son, who brings a fresh new outsider's view of things and is the mover be- 
hind the phase of "Building for the Future." 


With new emphasis on upgrading coaches’ awareness, creating better athletic 
facilities, getting new equipment and working on school recruitment, it is 
hoped a new competitiveness can emerge on all sport teams resulting in a 
much stronger athletic program. 


This year the sports being offered for the fall and winter months are foot- 
ball, volleyball, soccer and basketball for boys and girls, and wrestling. 
During the spring, baseball, softball and track will be offered. 


During the fall, one of our coaches, Brian McDonough, received Coach of 
the Year for football in the Mayflower League. Also receiving all-league 
honors for football was Dave Wallace (Millis). 


Our volleyball team was led this year by two all-league players, Karen 
Smutek (Seekonk) and Courtney Cerce (North Attleboro), who both 
return next year with the rest of this year's team. 


Soccer looks forward to returning ten freshmen and doing more recruitment. 
All-league forward John Marshall (Seekonk) will be missed. 


All or our winter teams have gotten off to a fast start, and, with the nu- 
cleus of each of the three teams returning, continued improvement is seen. 


It is the goal of the athletic programs to continue to upgrade and recruit 
and to provide the best programs possible in each spot. 


Student Activities 


Tri-County offers many activities for students to participate in either dur- 
ing school or after school. There are two ongoing vocational student organ- 
izations, VICA and DECA. The Vocational Industrials Clubs of America 
Sponsors contests in over forty skill areas nationwide, while the Distribu- 
tive Education Clubs of America sponsor contests in all aspects of retail 
marketing. 


Tri-County started a cultural exchange program two years ago, which is open 
to all students in all grade levels. The first year students visited the 
Eskimo village of Kipmuk in Alaska and the village Tuntihuliak the fol- 
lowing year. In the Spring of 1989, Tri-County students will participate 
in an exchange with the Soviet Union and American Indians in Phoenix, Arizo- 
na. 


Tri-County's Student Council has been very active this year attending 
meetings at the Central Regional Office of the State Department of Educa- 
tion to discuss statewide legislation in regard to student issues. The Stu- 
dent Council also raised over $1,000 for the WEEI FM 59 Fund. 


Tri-County offers students many opportunities to participate in programs 


that promote vocational and academic excellence as well as training in lead- 
ership essential to future success. 


Summary 


As we move into 1989 and continue to provide the best in educational needs 
to our students, we thank the district residents for their support and co- 
operation. We intend to maintain in the future the high educational stan- 
dards that have earned us that support in the past.
